Local Optlon bill will be reported out by |

the Law and Order Committes of the
Houss todny. The stace has been net for
this netlon, and all oppositlon to the
measure In committes has been with-
drawn in_order to bring the bifl on the
floor of the House, where the question
will ba fought out.

The fight over the bill will take place
when the measure comes up in the Houee
on second rending. The bill will prob-
ably be mnde a specinl order on second
;-eadlng for 11 o'clok next Tuesdny morn-
ne.

A plan to have the measure called up
for second reading this week becamo
known last night, but it Is not expected
to materinlize, The opponents of the bill
want the question dispessd of this woek,
If possible. The Republlican Organlzation
lenders, however, have agreed not to op=
pose Governor Brumbpugh's program re-
garding the ‘mensure, so there la little
chance of the plan to have the bill come
up on second reading next Tuesday going
wrong.

PRESSURE ON VARE,

Strong pressure la being brought to bear
agialn upon Benator Vare to have him
come out in favor of local optlon, and
thus allgn himself politlcally with Gov-
ernor Brumbaugh. This renewal of a
movement that was started three vears
ago followed the admission mado last
night by the liquor Interests that twe,
and possibly three, of the Philndelphin
mombers of the House would vote for the
Willlams' bill

The llguor lobhby has conceded that two
of the Philadelphianse are not on thelr
ist. These are Representatives Whalsh
and William H. Wilson, Vare floor lead-
er In the House. They also admitted
that Hepresentative Edwin R Cox, an-
other Vare member, might vote for the
bill. Saveral other Vare representatives,
they ndded, who personally favor local
option, mry dodge the lssue entirely
when the bill comes up next Tuesday, by
elther absenting themsolves or not vot-
Ing.

Senator Vare continues to maintain his
silence regurding local option, and s
still leaving it to hia followers In the
House to vote as they winh, without any
pressure one way o another from him.

Since the llguor Interests mode llti.-j-
concession, however,—dnd [t Is the firdt
concegsion thuy hive yet made so fur as
tha Phlladelphin delegntion is concerned
—eafforts that were unavalling during the
last three weaks have been renewed. nnd
tha downtown Philadelphin leader in belng
urged to come out In fuvor of loeal option.

Senator Vare controlled 24 of the 41
members of the Philadelphin Jdelegation In
the House when the caucus on the Spoak-
ervhip was held In Philadelphia. 1f he
could swing thess same members into lne
for the bill the measure would pass the
Hounse.
